Ever  Hear  Of  Recitals? 

Someone  once  said,  “If  you  really  want  the  American 
public  to  attend  something,  make  them  pay.” 

Mavbe  that  statement  could  be  applied  to  recital  attend¬ 
ance  on  this  campus.  Would  it  help  if  students  were  charged 
a  nominal  fee.  perhaps  25  cents,  to  obtain  admission? 

Students  work  months,  even  years,  in  preparation  for  the 
annual  run  of  spring  recitals.  What  happens  on  the  big 
night?  Last  week  about  fifteen  attended  an  organ  recital. 
Very  seldom  does  the  figure  rise  above  forty. 

It’s  a  known  fact  that  education  today  is  striving  for 
generalization  of  instruction.  The  days  of  specialization  with¬ 
out  at  least  an  introduction  to  other  fields  are  past.  The  well- 
rounded  life  needs  acquaintance  with  the  fine  arts  just  as 
much  as  it  needs  instruction  in  languages,  history  and  science. 

A  big  chunk  of  Wartburg’s  enrollment  is  found  in  the 
arts-seminary  and  parish  work  courses.  Church  work,  to  a 
large  degree,  centers  around  music.  Where  is  a  better  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  become  familiar  with  the  world’s  great  music  than 
at  student  recitals? 

Many  students  perhaps  have  logical  reasons  for  not  being 
able  to  attend  recitals.  Yet  it  seems  reasonable  that  more 
than  five  per  cent  of  the  student  body  could  attend.  And  a 
crowd  of  thirty  is  still  nothing  to  boast  of,  for  many  of  those 
are  required  to  go  anyway  as  music  students. 

Musicians  who  put  in  countless  hours  Or  practice  on  a 
recital  program  deserve  a  representative  audience  on  their 
big  night.  It’s  our  duty  to  see  that  they  reap  the  credit  they 
deserve.

Don't  Do  It,  Adlai! 

What  would  you  do  if  you  were  in  Adlai  Stevenson's  place? 
Stevenson,  governor  of  Dlinois,  is  reportedly  the  man  most  suitable  to 
the  present  administration  as  the  next  Democratic  candidate  for  the 
presidency. 

He  has  repeatedly  stated  that  he  does  not  consider  himself  a 
candidate.  But  more  and  more  Democratic  senators  and  governors 
are  announcing  that  they  will  support  him  for  the  nomination. 
Why? 

To  answer  that  question,  we  will  have  to  consider  the  other  major 
Democrat  currently  in  the  race  for  the  Democratic  nomination — Estes 
Kefauver.  The  Democratic  party  machinery  doesn’t  like  him.  That 
Kefauver  is  a  popular  figure  in  the  eyes  of  the  American  public 
cannot  be  denied.  But  too  many  politicians  remember  how  he  un¬ 
covered  several  corrupt  practices  in  our  government  that  were  em¬ 
barrassing  to  the  Democrats.  They  seem  to  forget  that  Kefauver 
investigated  Republicans  and  Democrats  alike — that  here  was  a  man 
who  was  interested  in  good  government,  and  for  whom  party  did  not 
make  right 

The  Democrats  don't  see  it  that  way.  They  think  Kefauver  be¬ 
trayed  the  party  cause.  When  the  status  of  politics  is  such  that  party 
loyalty  transcends  the  responsibility  of  men  to  their  country,  it  is 
time  for  a  change. 

Should  Stevenson  throw  his  hat  into  the  ring,  he  stands  a 
good  chance  of  winning  the  nomination.  Leaders  of  the  party 
think  he  would  "fit  in."  The  other  candidates  at  present — Barkley, 

U.  S.  veep;  McMahon,  senator  from  Massachusettes,  and  Senator 
Kerr  of  Oklahoma — have  dark-horse  chances. 

But  let’s  hope  that  Stevenson  continues  to  say  "no  dice.”  We 
need  a  change  in  government.

HOW  TO  CRIB  FOR  A  TEST 

Perhaps  any  advice  on  the  subject  (or  should 
I  say  technique)  of  cribbing  is  out  of  place  here 
at  Wartburg.  Certainly  no  college  student,  and 

_ i  especially  no  Wartburg  student,  should  ever  have 

to  resort  to  cribbing  to  pass  a  test.  I  won't  say 
mm  there  is  any  cribbing  here,  but  if  some  student 
should  ever  wont  to  transfer  to  some  other  school  I’m  sure  he  can 
make  good  use  of  the  methods  set  forth.  If  some  of  the  points  aren  t 
dear,  just  look  around  you  during  a  test,  and  I'm  sure  someone  will 
be  glad  to  demonstrate  for  you.  But  remember,  he’s  just  demonstrat-

ing—we  don’t  crib  here.  (Sounds  good,  doesn't  it?) 

The  basic  method  of  cribbing  is  the  s!5p-of-paper  method. 
Useful  information  is  written  in  digest  form  on  small  slips  of  paper 
which  are  then  concealed  somewhere  out  of  sight.  (Out  of  sight 
of  the  prof,  that  is,  you  poor  inexperienced  kids.)  The  slips  of 
paper  may  bo  pinned  to  clothing,  nailed  to  the  backs  of  chairs, 
placed  on  the  floor,  or,  if  you  happen  to  sit  behind  a  female,  at¬ 
tached  by  means  of  paper  clips  to  her  pony  cut.  Simply  walk  up  to 
her,  put  your  arms  around  her,  and  while  averting  her  attention 
(use  your  own  judgment  as  to  how)  attach  the  crib.  This  type 
of  aid  is  easily  spotted,  but  it  sure  is  fun  to  prepare! 

Chairs  are  a  great  aid  to  the  cribber.  One  heip  was  previously 
mentioned  and  there  are  several  others.  If  you  are  sure  you  will  sit 
in  the  same  chair  every  day.  a  crib  may  be  prepared  as  the  class 
proceeds  through  the  semester — all  you  need  is  a  sharp  knife.  Of 
course  you  must  exercise  a  little  caution.  One  guy  I  know  (at  another 
school,  naturally)  used  his  crib  a  little  too  much  and  came  up  with 
the  answer  to  "What  is  the  chemical  equation  for  a  heat-liberating 
reaction?" — John  loves  Mary  (enclosed  in  a  heart). 

— □— 

Another  advantage  of  chairs  is  the  fact  that  they  can  be  moved. 
At  the  beginning  of  a  test,  move  the  chair  to  the  back  of  the  room 
and  use  your  notes.  If  the  instructor  decides  to  move  back,  slide  to 
the  front.  I  once  saw  a  class  of  expert  cribbers  and  a  roving  teacher — 
looked  like  a  bunch  of  couples  dodging  the  gendarmes  behind  Wart¬ 
burg  hall. 

The  micro-technique  is  always  a  good  one.  Simply  use  a  micro¬ 
scope  and  engrave  your  crib  notes  on  some  small  object — a  pin  head, 
a  button,  or  an  eraser.  Then  when  the  test  rolls  around,  lay  the  object 
in  plain  sight  and  read  off  the  answers.  Concealing  the  microscope 
presents  somewhat  of  a  problem,  but  I  guarantee  the  teacher  won't 
see  the  notes. 

The  old  blackboard  crib  is  seldom  used  anymore,  but  it  is  well 
worth  a  try.  Sneak  into  the  classroom  early  and  write  your  crib 
on  the  board  behind  the  instructor's  desk.  During  the  test,  the 
prof  will  be  so  busy  watching  you  that  he  won't  even  notice  the 
writing  behind  him— or  so  I  thought.  I  tried  this  once  and  he 
caught  on  .  .  .  and  1  only  asked  him  to  stand  aside  three  times! 

If  you  like  mechanical  gadgets,  some  fiend  is  turning  out  some 
surefire  crib  aids  (for  use  elsewhere,  of  course).  These  include  fake 
watches  in  three  styles — math,  chemistry,  or  write-your-own — engraved 
cuff  links,  fake  eyeglasses,  printed  (and  I  do  mean  printed)  handker¬ 
chiefs  and  indelible  tattoos.  If  you  find  the  hide-out  where  the  fiends 
are  selling  this  stuff,  a  small  cash  outlay  will  prove  well  worth  your 
while.  (Just  a  hint.  Go  to  the  publications  house,  rap  five  times  and 
tell  them  Sid  sent  you.)
